Wilson personally will address a joint 
session of congress Thursday, advo­ 
cating the repeal of the clause in the 
Panam a 
canal 
act which 
exemnts 
American coastwise shipping from the 
paym ent of tolls. 
White House officials arranged with ! 
the majority leaders in both houses 
for a joint session 
at 12:30 p. rn. 
Thursday. 
The president has pre­ 
pared a brief address in which he 
sets forth his opinion that congress 
should reverse itself and keep the 
obligations 
of 
the 
Hay-Pauneefote 
treaty, which he believes were violat­ 
ed by the Panam a canal act. 
The president holds that the na­ 
tional honor of the Ameri< an people 
is at stake and that European nations 
should not be allowed to get the im­ 
pression that treaties made by the 
American government are not adher­ 
ed to, both in letter and in spirit. The 
exemption clause, he points out, was 
passed on the assumption that while 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty guarantees 
equal treatm ent to all nations in the 
m atter of tolls the document was to 
be interpreted as meaning all nations 
except the United States. 
The president believes that there 
should 
be no debatable 
ground on 
treaties once made and believes the 
United States is in honor bound to 
keep the spirit of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 
The message to congress will open 
the fight on the Panama tolls question 
in earnest. 
Senator O’Gorman, chair­ 
man of the interoceanic canals com­ 
mittee, 
is expected 
to oppose 
the 
president’s view. 
Lately it has been 
said that a majority of the commit 
tee would favor a repeal. 
The White 
House is confident that In both houses 
of congress the repeal will be passed, 
Republicans 
joining 
Democrats 
in 
making the change.

BISHOP 
BOWMAN 
IS 
DEAD 


"Grand Old Man of Methodism" Passes 
Away. 
Orange, 
N. J., 
March 
4.—Bishop 
Thomas Bowman, formerly president 
OI De Pauw university, died here at 
the home of his daughter. 
He was 
ninety-seven years old. 
Bishop Bowman was the patriarch 
of Methodism in America. 
No other 
bishop in the service of that church 
ever reached such an advanced age. 
He had been known for a generation 
as “the grand old man of the faith.” 
Sixty-one years of Dr. Bowman’s 
life were spent in active church serv­ 
ice. 
His 
career in 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal clergy was begun at the 
Baltimore conference in 1839. In 1848 
he founded and became president of 
the Dickinson seminary at Williams­ 
port, Pa. 
He dedicated 1,100 churches and at­ 
tended 
every 
im portant 
conference 
held during his active years in Mex­ 
ico, India, China and Japan. 


Houghton, Mich., March 4.—James 
MacNaughton, general manager of th* 
Calumet and Hecla Mining company, 
denounced the W estern Federation of 
Miners and its principles before the 
congressional committee investigating 
the copper strike aud declared he 
would permit no one to arbitrate be 
tween his 
loyal 
employes and the 
striking unionists. 
Chairman Taylor asked MacNaugh 
ton if it was his position that the com 
pa Hies would not let the governor of 
Michigan or the president of the Unit- 
' ed -States or any other high minded 
person attem pt to settle the trouble. 
’’Personally, I will not agree,” said 
MacNaughton, “to allow any person 
to arbitrate a question between 4,700 
employes who are faithful and loyal 
and 240 employes who are on strike.” 
.MacNaughton said his attitude did 
not indicate lack of confidence in the 
officials named. 
“I know this is my 
pocketbook and I am not going to al­ 
low you or others to arbitrate to de­ 
cide whose pocketbook it is,” he said, 
MacNaughton 
was 
cross-examined 
vigorously by O. N. Hilton of counsel 
for the federation. 


Dispensing “ Gospel of Hate.” 


“So you think alien agitators have 
been dispensing a ‘gospel of h ate’ in 
this community?” began Hilton. 
“I es." 
"Do you think you have been dis­ 
pensing one of love?” 
“Not necessarily, but I have preach­ 
ed against the doctrines of the fed­ 
eration.” 
MacNaughton said that if any min­ 
ers 
had 
been 
treated 
unfairly 
by 
petty bosses it was without his knowl­ 
edge. He also said he knew the miners 
felt free to come to him with griev­ 
ances because many had done so and 
that he had sought to right wrong 
many times. 
The witness denied that the health 
of miners required artificial ventila­ 
tion in the mines and said he never 
had known of a miner fainting at 
work. 
He said the one-man drill used 
in Montana was slightly lighter than 
the one used here. 
Mr. Casey asked whether the Wad- 
dell-Mahon guards were the “gunmen” 
referred to by witnesses. 
MacNaugh­ 
ton said they were and added he sup­ 
posed they had handled strikers pretty 
roughly on occasion, as they were not 
“kid glove fellows.”*

Attitude Relieves Tension in Mexican 


Situation. 
Washington, March 4.—Great Brit­ 
ain’s pronouncement through Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey that the United States is 
in no way responsible for the recent 
execution at Juarez of William S. 
Benton, a British subject, and that 
the American government would not 
be asked to resort to force as a result 
of the incident, was the chief factor 
in the Mexican situation. 
Tension which had been felt here 
over the killing of Benton arose large­ 
ly because it was believed Great Brit­ 
ain might press the United States 
into taking drastic steps to obtain 
reparation.

According to this prisoner he has 
taken part in most of the recent post­ 
office robberies in Ixmg Island and 
even pushed his marauding trips into 
Newf Jersey and the suburbs north of 
New York city. 
On one occasion, he says, he used 
the jail as a temporary storehouse for 
loot taken from a store in Port Wash­ 
ington. 


Hoboken Hotel Keeper and Two C h i­ 


nese Under Arrest. 
New’ York, March 4.—An extensive 
opium smuggling conspiracy was re­ 
vealed when a Hoboken hotel keeper 
and two Mott street Chinese were 
placed under arrest. 
Opium, alleged 
to have been smuggled from Germany, 
was seized in a house in Chinatown. 
The custom house officials learned 
that ramifications of the alleged plot 
extended through Germany to Persia, 
where the opium was grown. 
The 
method used by the smugglers con­ 
sisted in employing a stevedore in 
Bremen, who carried 
the opium on 
board ship concealed in a life pre­ 
server. 
There it was given to a mem­ 
ber of the crew who acted for the 
smugglers.

Members of the house of representa­ 
tives become somewhat restive under 
the conditions which place the busi­ 
ness of the house in the hands of a 
few members. 
“Go into the house any 
Jay now,” said Congress amu Volstead 
of Minnesota, “aud you will find that 
the committee in charge of the bill— 
Jim Manti, Frank Mondell of Wyoming 
and Stafford of Wisconsin—is conduct­ 
ing the measure while tile rest of the 
house is absent.” 
"The principal reason for this situa­ 
tion.” remarked a m an who had ob­ 
served the house for ninny years, “is 
that the memitershlp of the hduse has 
been Increased to such an extent that 
it is unwieldy. 
The larger tile mem­ 
bership the less opportunity for indi­ 
viduality. 
Then the construction of 
the house office building with a sepa­ 
rate office for every member makes his 
room more attractive than listening to 
the dull discussion of small matters 
considered in the house." 
“Yes,” assented Volstead, “find tak­ 
ing out the desks, leaving the mem­ 
bers no place to work, lias contributed 
to the present condition. 
Most of the 
business of the house is now conduct­ 
ed in the committees, and the large ma­ 
jority of tile members have nothing to 
do with it.” 


Little Chance For Change. 
There is little boite that the condi­ 
tion in the house of representatives 
will be changed. It is always easier to 
increase the membership than to cut it 
down. 
Although a large majority of 
the members of the house actually be­ 
lieve that a membership of 300 would 
be better than the present membership 
of 435, any move In that direction is 
almost sure to lie defeated. 
In the first 
place, It would mean that 135 members 
would lose their seats. 
The self pres­ 
ervation Idea would come in, and a 
large majority of the members would 
rather be members of the house, draw ­ 
ing $7,500 a year and the perquisites, 
even if they have no part in the pro­ 
ceedings, than see any reform in the 
house. 
Fun With Fitzgerald. 
When the deficiency bill was under 
cousideration some members prodded 
Chairman Fitzgerald. "I notice the bill 
carries $800,000 for public buildings, 
of which $350,000 goes to the city of 
New York,” remarked Jim Matin, 
suppose every man is tempted and at 
times yields to temptations.” 
“There would have been more if it 
had not been for me,” declared Fitz­ 
gerald. 
“This money is not to be ex­ 
pended iu my district. There are twen- 
ty-two members of congress from the 
city of New York.” 
"There are twenty-two members from 
New York on the rolls.” said Mann. 
“but the city in the main is represent­ 
ed by the gentleman from Brooklyn. 
Mr. Fitzgerald. 
I simply wish to pay 
my respects to my friend from New 
York for not missing an opi>ortuuity of 
taking w hat he could get.” 
Fitzgerald again protested that he 
was urged ut other times to tuke more 
for his district and refused. 
"And I 
commend my own action,” be added 
amidst laughter of the bouse. 
"I suppose,” interjected Sherley of 
Kentucky, “that the gentleman from 
New York is undertaking to prove the 
old saying that, considering his oppor­ 
tunities, he marvels at his modera­ 
tion.” 
“Well said,” was the comment of 
Mann. 
Reason For Friendship. 
An orator, speaking of peace be­ 
tween G reat Britain and the United 
States, said that there were 3,000 
towns and cities in Great Britain and 
Canada which bear the same names as 
3,000 towns and cities in the United 
States.

“You cannot tell us that the plat­ 
form will not allow this suffrage de­ 
cision because it is silent, but will 
permit the repeal of the canal tolls 
exemption which it expressly forbids. 
it is underestimating our resources 
to suppose that we cannot put these

D. A. Peterson, newly elected man­ 
ager of the Brainerd base ball team, 
favors the organization of a league 
of Central Minnesota teams to play 
ball this season. 
To date he be­ 
lieves that Brainerd, Staples, Little 
Falls, Crosby, and Verndale would 
make good league timber, all that is 
lacking being the sixth nine.

Speaking of the proposed league, 
the Little Falls Transcript says that 
Charles Sylvester is in receipt of a 
letter from D. A. Peterson, the Brain­ 
erd baseball manager. 
Mr. Peterson 
states that the sentiment in that 
place seems to be iii favor of a league 
similar to the one formed in 1912. He 
would like to see six strong teams in 
the organization, to be picked from 
the towns iii the central portion of 
the state. 
The system used in 1912, 
says the Transcript, was a complete j 
failure, and it would be extremely 
unprofitable to pay a team to play 
only Sunday ball, and a paid team is 
what Little Falls wants. 
Jesse L. Cross, manager of the Sta­ 
ples team, in his letter states: 
“ It

tain the proposition. 
We have or­

“ Wadena is a dead one as far as 
base ball is concerned.

and they have organized for 1914.
